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Buy Pineapples Now. 


From the New York Graphic. 

**The pineapple season is now at its height, 
saida leading fruit dealer. ‘‘This fruit be- 
gins to arrive early in April, but the quantity 
is small until towards the end of that month. 


Merchants then recetved 8,500 barrels a week, 
and from the middle of May until now the 
quantity will reach about ten thousand bar- 
rels a week. The barrels contain from twenty- 
five to thirty large ‘pines,’ or from forty to 
81 small ones. 

Ahe season last from April until August, 
and about 4,000 r are imported 
each year. The bulk of the crop comes to this 
city, rich is the principal distributing point 
for the United States. The first arrivals come 
from Havana. They werea little later than 
ucualthis year. The island of Cuba is one of 
the chief sources of supply, as pineapples 
ripen early there. After the first w kin June 
the Bahama pineapples arrive and those from 
Central America soon follow. 

A few years ago pineapples were a lux- 
ury. Now they are as common as our native 
9228 The fruit is shipped and handied 

dealers who make a speciality of it. The 
barrels which are usually employed for pack- 
ing this fruit are net of a uniform size, as the 
growers eagerly buy up any kind of barrel in 
which to ship, their principal object being to 
hurry the goods off to market. Any package 
that can be had cheap is used. Large sugar 
barrels have the preference, ss they hold 
nearly double the quantity that the small 
barrels hold and the cost of transporta- 
tion is less in proportion. On arrival at this 
port, unless the goods are imported to the di- 
rect order ofa particular hoube, they are 
usually auctioned off to wholesale dealers, who 
follow the shipments as outlined in the daily 
papers, and are on hand early when the ves- 
sels arrive. The price is fixed by the condi- 
tion of the market, which is usually from 10 to 
20 cents each for ‘extras,’ 12 to 1 for No. 1, 
10 to 12 cents for .No. 2, and as low as6 cents 
me orer fruit. The ‘pinea ple industry 1s a 

ul source of profit to those who make it
